HOW THEY DRAFT IN FRANCE.

A French paper gives the following deseription
of the method of drafting to raise an army in
France:

To illustrate the mode in which the drawing
takes place, we will suppose that a particular
commune is reguired to lurnish 100 eonseripts,
the total number of eligible young men being say
000, Five hundred bits of paper are placed in
an urn, of which 100 are blanks, and the re-
mainder marked from one to one hundred, oblige
their holders to “fall in.”  The four hundred who
have eseaped are now cxempted from military
service, unless some extraordinary cvent, such as
an invasion of France, should demand the calling
out of the entire arms bearing population.

The mode of raising rceruits, as has been seen,
is simple enough.  As regards exemptions, the
Freneh system is scarcely less simple. In the
first place, the conseripts undergo a rigid medieal
examinatioa, and if any are found laboring under
physical disability, they are at once discharged.
Next in order are the exemptions of svuticus de
Jamille, or individuals with familics dependent
upon them. Thus the only son of a widowed
mother is exempted, So also is the brother of an
orphan sister.  DBrothers of a soldier still serving
in the army are exempted, as are also the sons of a
father until the father’s term shall expire, only
one of a family being drawn at one time.

A wife cannot exempt her husband, even if
there be children, as the law holds that young
men ought not to marry until they have fulfilled
their military obligations to the State. A Jast
class of exemptions has a pecuniary feature, 1In
former years—that is to say up to 1855—no con-
seript not exempted by physical disability, or by
the other causes above enumerated, could escape
service, except by procuring a substitute.  This
had given rise to a degrading species of trade or
speculation, in which a large number of man-
scllers and buyers were engaged.  Bat, under the
system referred to, the conseript who bLought a
substitute was responsible for Lis substitute, and if
the latter deserted or died before the expiration of
the seven years's terms, was liable to be forced
back into the ranks. This system was  abolished

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THE HOME AND GRAVE OF MADISON

The army correspondent of the Richmond Dhis-
patch writes from Orange county, Va., as follows :

I have just paid a visit to Mountpelier, the home
and grave of Madison. It is one of the wmost
beautiful places I have ever seen. The dwelling
is of large dimecusions, but of such exquisite pro-
portions, and in such a magunificent park of stately
trees, that till one enters it he regards it rather us

a modest cottage. Covercd with cream colored
stucco, and the porch embowered by running
roscs, it presents a truly lovely pictare. It has

none of that mouldering air of age which are so
pleasing and painful at Mount Vernon and Monti-
cello. Such is the nature of the grounds that you
do not see the mansion till you are upon it. Then,
from the front a wide and glorious panorama
bursts on the view. Woods, fruitful ficlds, and
the encircling Blue Ridge, combined to make a
seene of exquisite beauty and grandeur. Within
the dwelling necarly all is modern. The present
proprictor is a Mr. Carson, from Ircland, who late-
ly came here under a pass from old Abe, and now
proclaims strict neutrality, and claims the protec-
tion of the Dritish flag.

The grave of the patriot-sage is situated in the
midst of a large field of luxuriant corn, is "imper-
tectly shaded by five tall locusts, and is surround-
cd by a low brick wall, which also encloses several
other tombs.

MORGAN’S SECOND EXPEDITION.

| : A correspondent of the Kunoxvill isto

count of Morgan’s dash into Gallatin, ou the
morning of the 12th ultimo. Two hundred pris-
oners were captared and also considerable stores:

We left Sparta last Saturday, arrived at the
Cumberland river Monday morning, where Colonel
Morgan learned that Coloncl Boone, with four
companics of his regiment (28th Ky.,) were en-
{ camped at Gallatin, It was at once decided (o
t attack them, and the column took up the line of
| march aed arrived in sight of Gallatin yesterday
morning at daylight, without the enemy suspeet.
ing our presence. Learning that Col. Boone, like
a scusible man, preferred lodging at the hotel with
his wife, Capt. Jo Desha, with a detachment of
"twenty-five men, was ordered to inform him of
our approach, which they succeeded in doing in
the most approved style.  As soon as Col. Boone
was made acquainted with the condition of afluirs,
he surrendered himself with his command as pris-
oners of war. There was no fight, not a gun was
fired. Learning that a detachment of his foree,
with about one hundred negroes, were engagcd
in building a fort at the tunnel between Gallatin
and Bowling Green, a detachment of men under
Major Wash Morgan, was ordered there. They
succeeded in routing the foree, capturing some
fifty prisoners, and destroying both fort and tun
nel—the latter of the utmost importance to the
enemy, as it will require scveral months to re-
open it; about 150 yards of trestle work was also
destroyed near the tunnel.  Lisut. Rogers, with a
detachment of twenty-six men, were mdered to
destroy the bridge between Gallatin and Nashville,
which they succeeded in doing.

The train from Louisville arrived shortly aflter
we had taken possession of the town, and we were
agreeably surprised to receive from the enemy a
most desirable present in the shape of 30 fine

—burning that which we were unable to usec.
The lucomotive, and about 50 cars, were also
destroyed, leaving a space of 20 miles between
the two ends of the road without ears or eungine
Thus we spent the day as Morgan's men most de-
light to do—surprising an encmy belore break-
fast to zive them an appetite, and  then receivins
the hospitalities of the place, which [ can assure
you were tendered with a heartiness of welcowme
truly refreshing.

The prisoners, in all about 200 men, wero
paroled, and their arms, which were of the mo-t
improved kind, distributed to the reeently organ
ized companics of the eommand. At wight the
command fell back to this Place (sixtecn miles
from Gallatin,) and to.day we have enjoyed
delightfal rest, much neceded by buth men and
horses, whilst the people of old Sumner—old and
young—male and female—have been vicing with
each other in acts of kindoess to us. The people
arc all true and Joyal to the South, and never
will submit to the rule of the Lincoln Govern-
ment; they wait anxiously for the time when the
thicving rascals will have been driven from the
State. T'o-night we were also reinforeed by a fine
company from Warren county, Ky., on their way
South, having left their homes to avoid being
pressed into the Lincoln army.

For the giatification of Col. Bailie P'eyton’s
friends in East Tennessee, I take pleasure in sny-
ing that he utterly repudiates the Lincoln Gov-
ernment, and that his sympathies are with the
South. His name to the eall for a Union meet-
ing, published some months ago in the Nashville
papers, was unauthorized. .

Our friends in Kentucky await us with stronyg
arms and brave hearts, and thousands of her best
sons are ready to swell our ranks.

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DESPERATE AFFAIR.

The Petersburg Express, of the 23d ult, gives
the following sccount of a desperate affair which
occurred the day before in the 2d North Carolina
Ilospital, located in I'etersburg:

John Reland, a conseript from North Carolina,
who had been recommended for a discharge from
{scrvice on aceount of rheamatism, applied on
Thursday evening for permission to remain all
night—which was granted. Yesterday morning,
while Dr Warren, surgeon in charge, was making
his usual rounds, Roland assaulted him with a
large knife, slightly wounding his hand and in-
flicting another wound just above the jugular
vein in the neck. e then turned upon Pat
Maury, one of the nurses, who came to the aid of
Dr. Warren, stabbing him so severcly in three
places that but faint hopes are entertained of' his
recovery. It was believed that he would die last
[ nicht. He next attacked Mr. S. BB, Bradley, one
[ of the ward masters, catting three of his hagers
nearly off. After this he wounded a Mr Druns,
another nurse, but very slightly, however. To
{ finish the bloody tragedy, he then stabbed himsell
! near the heart and cut his throat in two places,
Lone of the latter wounds severing the wind-pipe;

after which he jumped out of the window,
'a distance of some ten or twelve feet, and
! expired in about twenty minates,  We learn that
' Roland behaved very well during the night and
yesterday morning, nothing in bis appearance or
| action indicating that anything was the watter
with him.
